Alberta Exceeds 
In Livestock 

Leads Other Western Prov¬ 
inces in Cattle and Hogs in 
Feb. 1941 

In the month of February,' 1941, 
cattle sale values in this province 
more than equaled the combined va? 
ue of sales in Saskatchewan and Man¬ 
itoba. 

Alberta sold cattle to the amount of 
$1,053,317. Saskatchewan realized 
>593,517 and Manitoba $447,888. In 
sale of hogs also, Alberta was well out 
in front in February, selling $1,782,- 
794. while Manitoba sold $528,063 and 
Saskatchewan $886,535. In sheep and 
lambs also Alberta was $150,000 while 
Manitoba was $9,000 and Saskatche¬ 
wan $7,000. Manitoba sold a few 
more calves realizing $146,485 while- 
Afherta was $125,917. But total live; 
stock sales in Alberta in February 
more than equalled the combined out¬ 
put of the other two provinces. 

Farm cash receipts from January 
to March 1941, were considerably" 
higher than they were for the same 
period a year ago. 

All farm sales for the first three 
months of 1941, totalled $29,631,000 
which was exactly ’$10,000,000 moi. 
than for the same time in 1940_. Sas¬ 
katchewan had about $8 t 000,doo in¬ 
crease in cash returns over a year 
ago, and Manitoba was better off by 
about $3,000,000. In Alberta Tarn- 
crop.s amounted to $14,577,000 and 
livestock to $15,054,000.

Sergeant-Observer George

Sgt.-Observer Whicher was born 
and spent his early life in Vulc<m, at¬ 
tending the Vulcan public school. For 
many years his father was a member 
of the firm of Flood, Whicher & 
Elves, the first real estate and insur¬ 
ance agents in Vulcan. Later, thie 
partnership was dissolved and Mr. 

hither conducted his own business. 
About seven years ago the family 
moved to Calgary, where George en¬ 
tered St. Mary’s hoys’ school. He com 
pleted his education there and was 
graduated last June. Upon finishing 
school he enlisted with the R.C.A.F. 
and after training at Toronto, Edmon¬ 
ton and Rivers, Man., went overseas 
in March of this year. He had been 
on coast patrol duty since. 

As a boy he was much interested in 
the Wolf Cub and Boy Scout move¬ 
ments. He was afcso an excellent rifle 
shot and was a member of the Calgary 
Rifle Club team that won the provin¬ 
cial and Dominion championships anJ 
placed second in the British Empire.

Bennett is the former prime Minister 
upon whom a peerage has been con¬ 
ferred. 

The title of viscount is hereditary 
but it won't lie passed on unless Lord 
Bennett should marry and have male 
issue. He has a brother, Captain 
Ronald Bennett of Sarkville, N.B., and 
two nephews, Ronald Bennett Jr., of 
Montreal and Harrison Bennett, a col¬ 
lege student.

Late in 1916, Canada appealed for 
workers from U’.S.A. and got 5000 of 
the 50,000 called for. Cost of livii> b 
rose and the government inquired in¬ 
to it “finding it was up 17% but much 
better than Britain, Germany or Aus¬ 
tralia.*’ So Workers’ wages went up. 

Complaints reached Ottawa re spec¬ 
ulation in food, stock waterings and 
operations of greedy manipulators. 
The year 1918 found labor protest- 
ng against the high cost of living. 
Strikes became frequent and wide¬ 
spread. The Labor Dept, reported 
that items of food which were $6.95 
in pre-war were now $11.92; fuel al- 
liost doubled.

Dentistry service provided to 
younger pupils by the Foothills 
Health Unit, has been appreciated by 
the parents, according to the report 
given at the board meeting by the 
chairman, Dr. W. C. McNichol. The 
cost to date to the district had been 
S200.

Real Danger 
On Pacific 


The military activity on the Pacific 
Coast is in one respect different from 
that carried on anywhere else in 
Canada. There is, as everybody 
knows, real danger of real war in the 
Pacifio. If that occurs nobodv. expects 
the Japanese to try to invade Canada 
But it ia reasonable to expect that the 
Japanese might be induced by Hitler 
to create enough spectacular diver¬ 
sions in the Pacific area to stampede 
United States public opinion to with¬ 
hold most of the support now given 
to Britain in order to protect America 
against Japan. , . 

Hence there is danger of raids on 
the Pacific Coast such as the Ger¬ 
mans staged against the east coast of 
Britain in the last war. 

I cannot, of course, say very much 
about the actual defensive arrange¬ 
ments here—although- the Japanese 
pyobably know far more about them 
than I do. But I can say definitely 
that we are in far better shape to deal 
with anything likely to happen than 
the general public, imagines. 

The responsibility is in really cap¬ 
able hands. In all but one or two re¬ 
spects the equipment is adequate. Pro¬ 
vision has already been made to rem¬ 
edy the shortages in certain eventuali¬ 
ties. 

We need more blackouts, more cam¬ 
ouflage, much more public education. 
But the military 'part of the picture 
is not too bad.—Elmore Philpott in 
Vernon News. 


dation of schools under the Foothills 
division.

Dr. McGugan on General Health 

Dr. McGugan referred to the ten 
years during which High River and 
Bed Deer districts have operated and 
the advantages which have resulted 
in the health of this and future gen¬ 
erations. He felt credit was due to 
members of the board who had given 
time to assure satisfactory operation 
of the unit. 

Speaking on the matter of fumiga¬ 
tion Dr. McGugan said that it is not 
now considered as important as for¬ 
merly, and it is the opinion of health 
authorities that it has little or no 
value except destruction of bed bugs 
and larger forms of life. 

Although there is little better 
known cure for diseases of infantile 
many lives. 

Cancer is not or the increase but 
there are approximately 200 deaths 
from cancer in Alberta each year. The 
provincial government has made pro¬ 
vision for the early treatment of can¬ 
cer, and clinics have been established 
at Edmonton and Calgary. Doctors 
are encouraged to refer cases to these 
clinics for examination and early 
treatment. 

Deaths from heart disease seem 
more prevalent, but this may be that 
the population of the province is in¬ 
cluding more older people than in 
earlier days.

of the pact. It was not until invasion 
had actually occurred that the German 
ambassador advised Russia of the 
German decision to make war. 

Molotov predicted that Hitler would 
meet his doom in Russia as had Na¬ 
poleon of old. 

Hitler on the other hand addressed 
his people, alleging that the Soviet 
had fired on Rumanian aircraft. Rus¬ 
sians deny this. 

Nazi attack centred round Kiev, the 
capital of the Ukraine, other Ukrain- 
an cities and Sebastapol on the Black 
Sea. It is claimed that these attacks 
were costly to German planes. 

Moscow and Leningrad are in black¬ 
out. . 

Hitler claims that he faces about 
160 Russian divisions, numbering 2,- 
>00,000 men. The German parachut- 
ng method was adapted from Russia 
and the two will be on the alert for 
rival tactics. 

In Finland 

The theatre of war has also switcn 
ed to Finland where Germany is st¬ 
acking the Soviet possession. Heavy 
battles are going forward along the 
'innish-Soviet border, with the Finns 
reported as allying themselves with 
Germany. 

German boasts that it can split Rus¬ 
sian defence three ways. Supported 
by the Finns they can harass the 
north. It is claimed that Rumanian,- 
t r e allied with the Nazis in attack or 
the south, and the main Germar 
troops will enter the central sector.

metals, etc., across the ocean. To pay 
for these British purchases, Britain 
has large sums available through 
trade with Canada and investments in 
Canada. She gets large revenue? 
from Canada in sale of goods, steam¬ 
ship earnings, insurance premiums, 
dividends, interest, etc. To help Brit¬ 
ish sales in Canada, this country ha r 
reduced tariffs on a big percentage of 
British goods, and has ievied special 
import tax on other countries. Can 
ada also pays Britain for supplies de¬ 
livered to the Canadian army over¬ 
seas. 

In spite of all this Britain had a de¬ 
ficit in Canada of 795 million on 
March 1940, which will be increased tc 
over one billion in the current year. 

Up to March 1941, Britain sent 25“ 
millions in gold to Canada, but this 
was not for Canadian goods. It was 
for goods bought in cash by Canada 
from U.S.A. to be made into war ma¬ 
terials for Britain. Not one dollar 
went to material of Canadian origin. 

No cash has been received for the 
balance of Britain’s deficit in Canada 
—about 550 millions. The amount of 
337 millions was paid in securities 
formerly held by British investors, 
but this in itself is a drain on Cana¬ 
dian resources. The remaining sum— 
113 millions was covered by Canadian 
purchase of sterling. This is similar 
to the U.S. lease-lend idea. Canada 
gets sterling; United States gets 
promise of payment in kind. Canada 
since Dec. 1940, has shared with Bri-

Britain’s Part 

Prime Minister Churchill, speaking 
Sunday, said: “Russia’s danger is our 
danger, and that of United States. 
Any state which fights against Hitler 
will have our aid. Those who fight 
with Hitler are our enemies. We shall 
give whatever help we can to Russia 
and the Russian people. Hitler must 
steal from Russia its daily bread and 
oil.’’ He predicted that the Russia’s 
invasion was only a stepping stone to 
plunge others, including India into 
war. This is turn was a prelude to 
attack on Britain and subjugation of 
the western hemisphere. “We will nev¬ 
er parley nor negotiate with Hitler” 
he concluded, “We’shall fight him at 
all points and with all means, until 
we have rid the earth of his shadow.” 

Bombing Germany 

One form of assistance to Russia 
will he the continuous bombing of 
Germany by day and night in ever- 
increasing measure. Premier Church¬ 
ill says: “We will make the Gerrrian 
people taste and gulp each month a 
sharper dose of the miseries they 
have showered on mankind.” 

True to this promise the R.A.F. 
have been keeping up a strong offen¬ 
sive attack on different parts of Ger¬ 
many. It is claimed that the striking 
force is as great as that used by Ger¬ 
many in their attacks over Britain 
last year. Spectacular engagements 
have been in progress over Nazi occu¬ 
pied France also, and 30 German 
planes were destroyed in one engage¬ 
ment over the English Channel at the 
cost of only two British planes, ami 
one pilot.
